which Lee county is ex ported to con­ 
tribute $37,50U to the war fund. The 
farmers are in their busiest 
season; 
few of them have reached a stage in 
their work which will permit 
their 
devoting much time to the Red Cross 
work, and because 
all are 
so busy 
there is a tendency to remain in the 
fields and forget the great need 
of 
the Rqd Cross. As a result 
reports 
from the townships are not encourag 
lng, and thus far, with the week over 
half gone, not 
a single town- 
has 
gone over the top to join 
Dix on in 
the hono rclasg. 
Farm ers Will Get In. 
But there is a firm belief that the 
good people on the farms of the coun 
ty will aw aken to the need of good 
American money to buy hospital sup­ 
plies, et,c., lor good American 
sol­ 
diers thousands of miles irom home, 
and that Saturday night will find the 
nam e of every township in the honor 
roll. 
Several of the towns have not got­ 
ten nicely to work yet, while in o th­ 
ers the campaign was put 
into lull 
swing today, in Palm yra 
township 
some of the school districts have al­ 
ready gone over and as a result 
the 
township fund is 
approaching 
its 
quota. Amboy is. going 
strong and 
each hour finds its percentage 
in­ 
creasing. Other towns report 
good

AND WOUNDED MEN

Casualty List After the

With the Mritish Army in France, 
B y A sso c ia te d P ress L e a se d 
H’ire 
May 23.— German airmen have again 
bombed heavily the British hospital 
area behind the lines, this time kill­ 
ing and wounding some hundreds of 
personnel and patients of the many 
different hospitals in the group. Re­ 
corded in the casualty list are names 
of several sisters who, with the other 
nurses, stood by bravely throughout 
the terrific deluge of ex plosives. 
In this neighborhood in one large 
hospital were Americans, but none 
of them suffered injury. 
Last s um ­ 
mer and an American doctor 
and 
nurse were killed in the same hos­ 
pital. 
The latest horror was perpetrated 
Sunday night, and apparently more 
than a score of machines took part, 
and dropped 
a 
great num be r of 
bombs. 
Thirty 
per 
cent of them 
were huge affairs which dug vast 
craters in the hospital grounds, und 
the rest were high ex plosive shrapnel 
which shell fragments and bullets 
were flying through 
the 
crowded 
hospitals. 
A three seated airplane, flying low, 
was brought down by gun fire and 
the crew made prisoner. 
The enemy captain and pilot and 
an observer were captured. 
The ob­ 
server was not hurt. 
When ques­ 
tioned as to why he directed his men 
against 
a hospital, the captain ex ­ 
plained 
that he did not see the Red 
Cross sign. 
He said he was seeking 
military objects and did not desire 
to molest a hospital. 
He spoke ex ­ 
cellent English and when questioned 
as to where he learned it he said 
that he had been In the diplomatic 
service before the war. 
The Sunday raid had two phases. 
The first one started shortly after 
10 and 
lasted until 11 
o’clock. Not 
satisfied with this, 
the enemy re­ 
turned at 11:40 and heavily bom­ 
barded the hospitals. 
In one building which was d am ­ 
aged most severely, all the patients 
had compound fracture, which ne­ 
cessitated their limbs being strapped 
in the air. 
Not one woman deserted 
her ward, but all through the te r­ 
rific 
bombardm ent 
went 
around 
quieting her patients. 
One sister was killed while ad­ 
ministering to a soldier's wants and 
another was so badly injured she 
died shortly afterward, while still 
another is dying today. 


When a little 13 year old girl sob- 
bingly nodded her head affirmatively 
in reply to her 
fathe r’s 
question: 
"Are you afraid of m e ? ” in county

The little girl’s admission that she 
was afraid of her father came at the 
conclusion of hearing of evidence in 
the dependency proceedings borught 
by H um ane Officer W. G. Kent! peti­ 
tioning the court to have little Anna 
Daines, a pretty, 
intelligent child, 
taken away from her father and step 
m o the r and put in a suitable home. 
Testimony had been introduced 
to 
show that the girl had been compell­ 
ed to work out doors while the o th­ 
ers in the family were 
eating, had 
been whipped with boards from box es 
and whips, had been subjected to con 
tinual abuse and in fact has received 
treatm ent characterized by the Judge 
and States Attorney 
as “ unbeliev­ 
able.” The step-mother admitted she 
had no love for tlie child and would 
gladly get rid of it, and the father's 
testimony was such that Mr. 
E d ­ 
wards was constrained to ask him if 
he had ever “ tried loving the girl.” 
Child’s Nod Enough. 
Both parents denied they had ever 
abused lier and dared the officials to 
put the little one on the stand 
and 
question her. To which Mr. Edwards 
replied that it would be useless 
to j 
question her in the terrorizing pres- 
j 
ence ol 
“ this 
inhum an father and 
the shrew he calls wife.” The father 
then asked his daughter if she was 
afraid of him, and the child’s 
s u b ­ 
bing admission was all the evidence 
the court needed. 
He granted the 
prayer of the petition and ordered 
the father to contribute $4 weekly 
to the girl’s support. 
Several fami­ 
lies in Dix on wish 
to take her and 
adopt her. 
The scene following 
the decree, 
wlien the father 
and 
step-mother 
walked out of the building without 
as much as a word of farewell to the 
little girl, and her joyful tears when 
she found herself 
in the arms 
of 
friendly women in the sheriff's office 
brought tears to the eyes of strong 
men. Her little body quivering with 
her sobs, little Anna, whose mother 
died several years ago, threw herself 
into the arms of neighbors who have 
learned to love and pity her. and she 
was given to understand that 
her 
days of terror and fear are over, that 
and given the care and love which is 
the law will see seh is kindly treated 
her right. Her father will he placed 
under bonds to provide for her 
ac­ 
cording to the J ud g e ’s orders, 
and 
the States Attorney- 
has instructed 
Attorney Kent to prepare a case 
to 
proceed against the. father and step­ 
m other 
in the criminal 
court 
for 
their attitude toward and treatm ent 
of the child.

C. & N. W. railway . 
Eleven day s

ble initiation. 


Th e four regiments wh ich were in 
wh ole or in part organized in Dix on 
— 13th , 34th , 46 th and 75 th — were 
in many battles, rendered noble

creditable service, suffered very se­ 
vere h ardsh ips and vedy mfiny 
of 
th eir brave boy s are asleep on south 
ern soil. Th e personal ex perience of 
any survivor wh o served from '61 or 
’62 to ’65 would h e interesting

of cap. The English folk song giv en 
was also v ery effectiv e. T he one omis 
sion of the ev ening was m ade in this 
second group on the program as the 
tall Maypole could 
not be brought 
into the high school a u d itoriu m and 
the Maypole dance was necessarily 
om itted. 
In the next group appeared 
the 
pioneers with most v aried and effec­ 
tiv e costum ing. There were the hoop 
skirts, the long shawls, the high hats 
and in fact all the costum es suiting 
that period. Especially noted by the 
audience was the expression put into 
the singing by the actors 
of 
this 
group, draw n from the sev enth and 
eighth grades. The v aried shades of 
expression 
to be giv en 
in singing 
‘‘Sweet and Low.’’ for instance, were 
all there, and redounded greatly to 
the credit of the instructor, Miss Has 
eltino, who, since coming, has been 
seeking to gain that v ery thing, w hat 
is really the soul of music, 
expres­ 
sion. T he Boys’ Glee 
club rendered 
‘‘Little Cotton Doily” in a m ost ac­ 
ceptable manner. 
T hen cam e the Modern Education 
procession, mentioned 
before, with 
the high school colors and Univ ersity 
of Illinois banners w av ing, as 
the 
high school and 
univ ersity 
songs 
w ere giv en with an enthusiasm which 
was re-echoed in the applause of the 
audience. 
Miss Maroelle K ent’s dance was a 
b eautiful 
thing, so gracefully 
and 
lightly done. Girls representing white 
roses formed a background for Miss 
K ent, dressed as a pink rose. 
The 
scene was beautiful. 
The imm igrants, 
Italians, repre­ 
sented by children of grade 5, 
and 
the little Japanese folk by the little 
ones of the first and second grades, 
aroused appreciativ e 
handclapptng, 
not only for their correct costum ing, 
but for the singing of the Italian and 
Jap anese songs, which w ere beauti­ 
fully rendered. One little girl had a 
beautiful Italian apron, which flut­ 
tered brightly, and 
it was learned 
th at the ingenious child had sewed 
bright colored hair ribbons together 
to m ake an apron which had the ap­ 
pearance of being a real Italian ap­ 
ron. The big earrings w ere worn and 
ev ery other detail of the costum ing 
was correct. The little Ja p s represent 
ed ev ery class of Japanese, from the 
poor ooolie to the rich Ja p ane se man 
and maiden in silks and satins. 
A scene which created a furore of 
applause, owing to its tim eliness was 
th a t of the present period, in which 
the Red Cross nurses and the

guard appeared. The girls’ and boys’ 
glee clubs took part in this, 
and as 
they came in to the music of “ Keep 
the Hom e Fires B u rning” and stop­ 
ping in the center of th e stage sang 
the words, singing the chorus softly, 
the effect was simply beyond words 
to express its beauty. 
T his should 
prov e 
most effectiv e 
in connection 
with the Red Cross driv e now in pro­ 
gress, as there could be little doubt 
but that it presented to th e m inds of 
the audience strongly th e ir duv

the closing number, "T h e S tar Span­ 
gled B anner,” sung by th e pupils and 
the audience in careful and correct 
unison and at the sam e 
tim e with 
enthuisasm , was nev er sung better. 
The pupils had ev idently been th or­ 
oughly grounded in both its words 
and music and 
w here 
Indiv iduals 
halted in the audience, seeking 
in 
their memory fo rthe righ t w ord, was 
not ev ident, so all 
env eloping was 
| the singing of the children. If all chil 
jdren are as thoroughly ta u gh t in our 
national songs as there, probably In 
a few years the audiences will 
not 
| fall down, as they now som etim es do,

The pageant was certainly a great 
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tine, who directed, 
and 
to 
ev ery 
teacher who assisted in the prepaar- 
tions and to the musical 
organiza­ 
tions and accompanists. In itself 
it 
had also great educational v alue, as 
the children earnestly studied about 
the peoples of other countries th at 
their costum es m ight be correct and 
at the sam e tim e learned mfich 
of 
the history of our own state.

He has discov ered that until as 
late as 1855 only flickering sperm oil 
and candles were in use. Not until the 
following decade did tin* “highly im­ 
prov ed" kerosene lump appear.

<!!<1 not come out until the period be­ 
tween 1865 and 1875. 
And then only 
the wealthy could use it. 
It sold at 
$2.50 per 1 .<Hn) cubic feet! 
The efii- 
cient Welsbaeh mantle came out ten 
years later, rev olutionizing artificial Il­ 
lumination. 
The present ora began in 
189 5, when gas and electricity came 
into general use. 
Since this time the 
gas mantle and the electric filament 
hav e seen v ast Improv ement, so that 
today the av erage family is obtaining 
about eighteen times as much light as 
the people of half a century ago had, 
though they pay only about three-quar­ 
ters as much for if a s their grandfath­ 
ers did for the dim lights of other 
days.

At one time the term harrows was 
applied to hills and mountains of any 
elev ation, but was later restricted to 
ln^er elev ations. 
Now the word ap­ 
plies to mounds of earth or stones 
raised ov er grav es, and designated as 
sepulchral mounds. Barrows are among 
the most important mountains of prim­ 
itiv e peoples. They are found in Great 
Britain, other sections of Europe, in 
North America and Asia. 
In the more 
ancient harrows the bodies are found 
lying extended on the ground with im­ 
plements and weapons of stone or hone 
beside them. 
In barrows of Inter date 
the implements are of bronze, and 
•sometimes, though rarely, of iron, while 
the remains are often inclosed In a 
stone or earthenw are cist and doubled 
up. 
W here the body was burned the 
ashes were usually deposited in an 
,irn. 
The numerous barrows of North 
America are generally classed along 
with 
other 
ancient 
earthworks 
us 
mounds or burial mounds.

In South America the air­ 
plane has been used with great suc­ 
cess in surv eying remote ureas, where 
its speed readily outclasses the la- 
oorious chalnmen. 
An 
enterprising 
mining company in Mexico Is about to 
utilize airplanes for carrying ores un­ 
der unique conditions. 
The ore is 
mined at an altitude of some 10.000 
feet, and carried to the v alley below 
hy pack-mulcs. 
The mules carry only 
sum 11 loads, two-thirds of which con­ 
sist of fodder and prov isions. 
Sev eral 
days are required to \jind down the 
tortuous path on the mountain side. 
The airplanes can v olplane to the v al­ 
ley in a few minutes, and hav e no 
trouble with their loads in reaching 
the 10,000-foot altitude.
